"During the year the library has 
been open as heretofore, from 10 a 
in. until 8 p. m., daily, and on Satur 
days until 9 p m . making 61 hours 
a week; and every day in the year 
except Sundays, legal holidays and 
the two weeks from August 17-31, 293 
days in all. 
The library now 
contains 10,552 
volumes. 
During the year five vol 
umes have been dropped 
from the 
lists, nine volumes disappeared, 183 
volumes have been rebound, 69 vol­ 
umes worn out and replaced by new 
copies, and 56u new titles added, mak­ 
ing 629 new' books in all. 
‘ In the reading rooms there are on 
file 71 periodicals, 
46 monthly, one 
semi-monthly, 18 weekly and six daily.

PRISONER, IS FREE 


Owned Up In Bowery Mission 


He Was Fugitive. 


New York 
Robert E. Hick«, owner 
of a printing shop at (338 IIu«lson street, 
who startled his friends by confessing 
at a Bowery mission meeting one Sun­ 
day In June that he was a fugitive 
from Justice and Intended to give him 
«elf up so that he could square accounts 
witli the government by sen Ing a term 
of ten months to which he was sen­ 
tenced thirteen years ago for misusing 
the mails, was discharged from the 
Blackw ell’s island penitentiary. 
Fre-i 
dent Wilson commuted his imprison 
ment and * 1,000 tine as soon as he 
heanl the story of the workings of the 
man’s conscience, 
Hicks went direct to his home on the 
top floor of T»o Horatio street, opposite 
his printing shop, where his wife and 
the three babies were waiting. 
What 
happened then is nobody’s business 
Mrs, Hicks’ struggle to lex>k after tli*‘ 
children and keep the printing business 
going while her husband was loeke«l 
up was a hard "iie and resulted ¡n fall 
ure. 
She was obliged to abut up sb*>p 
becaus«* work dhln't come In. 
" I don’t deserve any credit for gh 
lng myself up after thirteen year* «if 
liberty,” Illcks said as his wife washed 
the dishes and the liable«, two girls and 


0 boy, the eliho-t of whom is f«*ur, slept. 
" I «imply bad to do It in order to g«‘t 
peace of mind. 
" I was convicted thirteen years ago 
and Jumped my bail after I was sen­ 
tenced 
I went to England, and the 
first three years were years of fear. 
After my return I went into the Man 
hattan Gospel mission ou Manhattan 
street while drunk, on the night of 
Dee. 4, 11*12, for the purpose of get­ 
ting a 1*h1 and got religion Instead 
As I came into the new life I began 
to see thing« in a now light and had to 
unload. I told my story at the Bowery 
mission after a night of prayer with 
out consulting my wife 
I believe that 
God directed me what to do. 
Ou the 
following morning I got Anthony t’om 
stock ou the phone au«l told him that 
1 was Illcks. and he r«‘ineml>ered m« 
I promised to give myself up on the 
following Tuesday, but he delayed my 
surrender until .1 later date. 
And then 
I went to jail 
"1 sj>ent Just tony days on th«' 1 
land 
It's strange h*.*w often that pe­ 
riod of forty day* 1« mentioned in the 
Bible. 
They were without doubt the 
happiest forty days of my life

not asbamed that I went there.

LYNCHINGS ON INCREASE. 


Thirteen 
More 
Recorded 
T h a n 
For 
Same Period Last Year. 
New York. — Professor Monroe N. 
Work, head of the department of rec­ 
ords and research of the Tuskegee in­ 
stitute of Alabama, has compiled the 
records of the number of lynching» 
committed In the United States during 
the first six months of this year. 
In a 
rtateinent given recently Booker T. 
Washington, the head of the Institute, 
ihows that thirty-four men were put 
to death by mob violence since Jan F 
1915, the number being thirteen more 
than the figures for the same period 
last ’year. 
Twenty-four of the 
men 
lynched 
were negroes and ten were whites. 
Eight, or one fourth of the total num­ 
ber, occurred In Georgia. 
Six of the 
negroes and 
one 
white 
man 
were 
c h arg ed with assault on women, and 
lhe rest of the lynching» were on ac­ 
cusations of having stolen cotton, hogs, 
meat and cows.
